LECTURES ON 
ANIMAL LIFE 

Instructive Address Before 
Natural History Society

Evolution of Animal Life 
Discussed 



Professor Arthur Willey last evening 
rave an "exceedingly interesting address 
'llustrated with lantern slides on "Evo- 
'ution and Animal Life." He said that 
'he theory of evolution was such a tax 
•u the imagination that some people 
'rave m> use for it. 

• There are thrci^s{eps in cvehiotion On- 
cogenesis, with which is connected the 
name of William Harvey who discovered 
the circulation o)f the blood, Biogenesis, 
md Phylogenesis with which are coll- 
ected the names of Francisco Redi and 
Charles Darwin. Ontogenesis is the life 
history of the individual, phylogenesis 
s that of the race. 

The structure of embryos points to a 
common aquatic origin. Natural selec- 
'ion improves by struggle, artificial se- 
dition operates without struggle. The 
wild boar in the jungle is the fittest sur- 
vival of the family, while the fattest 
kind of porker is the survival of selec- 
tion without struggle. 

Passive struggle operates in some 
~ases such as that of the beaver and the 
nuskrat. The beaver avoids man, the 
•nuskrat clings to its haunts in spite of 
him, long after the beaver has departed. 

The horses in the Pleistocenee period 
were replaced by rodents and edentates 
in .South America. 

Xatural scleabion creates, preserves, 
destroys. 

Darwinism is not synonymous with 
Evolution but is rather the theory of na- 
tural selection. Darwin successful over- 
came the theory of the •fixity o'f species. 
Professor Willey pointed out very suc- 
cessfully that Darwin did not repudiate 
amy of his theories at his death-bed, as 
some stories would lead one to believe, 
whose only redeeming feature is their 
untruthfulness. 

Francisco Redi two -centuries earlier 
than Darwin with a few simple experi- 
ments was able to show that lite begat 
life. 

Professor Willey showed some ver;, 
interesting slides illustrating his subject 
matter. One picture of the larvae of 
fishes swimming with wide-open mouth 
and catching ail that lay in their path 
was accompanied by the remark that it 
was not the fitness but the chance of 
position that protected the small crustac- 
eans.

THE GAMES OR THE CHAMPIONSHIP. 



.. The decision of the college teams not to take part in the elim- 
ination games for the purpose of deciding the Dominion cham- 
pionships has caused the usual amount of comment. It is argued 
Ithat they should complete their season's activities by playing off 
Hvith teams •from other parts of the country, and thereby determine 
•Which of them is the strongest. 

There are two or three cases in which the point has arisen. 
The basketball team, after winning the intercollegiate and city 
championship, refused to proceed any further towards the goal of 
the Canadian title. .\ somewhat similar problem faces the inter- 
mediate and junior hockey teams, both of whom may be called 
upon to enter a long scries of eliminations if they continue to win 
their games. As far as the Juniors arc concerned, they would 
haVx. to travel to Winnipeg if they were fortunate enough to sur- 
vive the semi-final contests. 

As far as the question of participation in country-Avidc elim- 
inations by the intercollegiate champions is concerned, it has been 
definitely settled lung ago: they only enter at their own option. 
Another aspect of the problem lias to be faced when a McGill learn 
carries off the championship in one oi the city leagues. Here the 
ever-ready critics advance the opinion that the default of the col- 
lege team to enter the championship contests is, in reality, a de- 
fault by the whole district which the team represents, and the local 
reputation suffers as a result. Of course, the criticism will not 
afifect the attitude of the university athletic authorities; they will 
never consent to having sport take precedence over academic 
work. There is, however, no valid reason why the teams should 
be criticised adversely for their decision to stop playing when they 
have reached the point desired by thcmselvs. 

Any league in which McGill enters a team is supposed to be 
strictly amateur, which presupposes that the players arc taking 
part: in the games purely for the love of the sport. It is hard to 
justify criticism of the players when they place their more serious 
activities before the teams which they, have joined for the purpose 
'of recreation. There is just a tinge of "the professional aspect to the 
long series of play-off games held m every branch of sport, with 
the conséquent large attendances of spectators and big financial 
returns. Being a member of a team that has attained the cham- 
.pionship of a league very often entails the absence of the players 
for weeks while they are. travelling thousands of miles to meet 
competitors. There appears to be just a little too much iniport- 
.- ance attached to the championships at stake, and not enough to 
the:' sport itself. 

The system of the American universities, whereby each uni- 
versity arranges its own schedule of athletic contests for the ses- 
sion, has many points in its favor. There is no league and the 
games played are final, whether or not a decision has been reached 
concerning the respective abilities of the competitors. This obviates 
the necessity of post-season games, and guarantees that the activi- 
ties of the athletic organizations in the universities will be conclud- 
ed at the time determined upon at the opening of the session. 

Whatever system is adopted, it must always be remembered 
that the athletic activities of the. students are always to be given a 
place secondary to their studies. The men enter into competition 
with other teams with a definite end in view, and they will not 
allow pressure from outside the college tu cause them to change 
thejV plans. If it were possible to devote the entire activities of 
the college teams towards the intercollegiate competitions, that 
would be the most desirable state of affairs. Plans have been an- 
nounced for next season whereby the hockey and football clubs will 
ienter teams only in the intercollegiate leagues. It is to be hoped 
that it will be possible for the other branches of athletics to follow 
the example of the major sports, so that the everlasting criticism 
may be. stopped.

SOVEREIGNTY AS 
NOW UNDERSTOOD 

Subject Was Discussed in Poli- 
tics Lecture 



"Sovereignty" was the subject of 
the lecture on politics delivered yes- 
terday afternoon in the Chemistry 
Building. The lecture was given by 
Mr. Harikin, as Warwick Chipman, 
K.C., liaJ not yet sufficiently re- 
covered from the breakdown his 
voice recently Miffered. 

The subject of sovereignty is a 
vast one. It could not be covered in 
detail in the course of a lecture. The 
rurpnse of the lecture was to give an 
outline of the subject and to suggest 
further material for study. 

What is sovereignty, where do 1 * it 
ret-'dr, and what are its functions' It 
is these questions that a study oi the 
subject will answer. 

In ancient times sovereignty was 
Tested in cue person. Whatever Iil 
did was riyht because he was' sup- 
posed to d:vinc. Gradually tlv 
powers of tiie monarch were redite "I 
and becalm' vcv.ed in the. State as 
."yroscuted I y .1 popular parliament, 
Tks does :!•). r.H.'in that parliament 
as ;..ich is Ici s tup! me. While in of- 
fice it has 'I.-- power to !"gisiatc for 
tie people in matter's vhich may 
please them or not. It is true that the 
legislation of parliament is subject to 
the criticism or the citizciu', who can 
express their approval or disapproval 
at the next election, but while in 
power the elected representatives of 
the people are supreme and in them 
rest? the sovereignty. 

Sovereignty can only he supreme 
when there arc no other bodies, act- 
ing in complete independence. The 
question then arises.' how do bodies 
such as trade unions affect sovereign- 
ty? These bodies can act with au- 
thority, and unhampered by rcstra-ut, 
only when -they serve the ideals of 
the purpose for which they were 
formed. 

The speaker suggested several 
book> for the further study of this 
subject. 

There will be no lecture in this 
course next Thursday.

PROF. WILLEY LECTURES 
ON ANIMAL LIFE

The giraffe was a most intcre.ui.ig 
case. It is a survival of a species evoked 
for the special purpose o>f feeding off 
lofty trees. The vertebrae in their nc:ic 
are seven in number, the same as in or- 
dinary mammals. The giraffe is tiie best 
example of tin: nearest approach to ar- 
boreal life that the hoofed animals 
have ever come. It is a most harmless 
animal, but at times if necessary can 
kick a lion to death. The okapi is thought 
to be the descendant of a nascsrt gratte 
ami in the miocène beds of South Ame- 
rica a strange parallelism has bc-Jti 
found — the fossilised remains of a ;,:. : :i 
browsing giraffe camel. 

The nautilus, that is found only in the 
South Pacific was once widely distrib'.it 
ed but it is a descendant from eirliesj 
times practical!) unchanged. 

The insects offer exceptional exam- 
ples of evolution; The leaf-imitating in- 
sects and butter f lys are two outstanding 
examples, but the most remarkable is 
that the female butterfuly, who iniita'es 
the marking i>: a variety distasteful t.i 
birds. 

The ants and termites, the former re- 
lated to tiie bees, and the latter to cock- 
roaches have paraleMed each other in de- 
velopment. Both have highly organized 
community life, the termites having, 
soldiers, workers, the queen and the 
winged male. The ants are said to have 
slaves. 

The parallelism is seen in the farming 
propensities of the insects. The termites 
or while ant- as it is called creates a 
spongy substance of masticated wood on 
which are grown fungi, which form ths 
food for the colony. The leaf-cutting 
arts of South America are known to do 
the same thing. This is a case of paral- 
lel development of widely divergent spe- 
cies. 

The successive strata of fresh water 
lakes show an evolution in the formation 
of shells. Another shell, however, called 
a living fossil or persistant type, remains 
today as it did in earliest time. This !s 
the lingula of China — fossil shells of 
which are found in England.
